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OFFICIAL CONSTITUTION OF THE 
ASSOCIATED STUDENT BODY 
ASTORIA HIGH SCHOOL 
PREAMBLE 


We, the students of the Astoria High 
School, in order to provide an organization 
for the settlement of certain matters of gen- 
eral concern, do ordain and establish the 
following constitution and by-laws: 


CONSTITUTION 
Article I 
Name 

Section 1. The name of the association of 
students under this constitution shall be the 
“Student Body of the Astoria High School.” 

Section 2. Any student of the Astoria’ High 
School is eligible to be a member of this 
organization provided he pays a yearly uni- 
form tax. 

Section 3. Meetings of this organization 
shall be held whenever the President, with 
the consent of the principal, deems it neces- 
sary; by direct action of the principal; or 
by the initiative. 

Section 4. By the initiative—The signa- 
tures of at least 5 per cent of the legal 
members of the association shall be neces- 
| sary. 


Article II 
| Gfficers : 
Section 1. The officers of this association 
shall be: President, three Vice-Presidents, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and Athletic Manager. 
The President, Secretary, and one Vice- 
President shall be at least fifth termers 
when elected. One Vice-President shall be 
‘chosen from each of the Junior and Sopho- 
more classes. The treasurer shall upon 
: if

assuming office have completed two semes- 
ters of bookkeeping. 
Section 2. The President shall preside at 


all meetings of this association and shall 
approve of all bills in writing and sign a 
warrants for the disbursement of funds, and 
shall perform the usual duties pertaining to 
that office. 


Section 3. The Vice-Presidents in the ab- 
sence of the President shall assume the 
duties of the President in the following 
order: Senior, Junior, and Sophomore. 

Section 4. Secretary shall keep the min- 
utes of all meetings of the Student Body 
Association and of the student council and 
shall perform such other duties as are 
usually incumbent upon such offices. He 
shall file all records with the Principal of 
the High School at the close of the school 
year. 


Section 5. He, the treasurer, shall properly — 
report all money received to the faculty 
treasurer. He shall present all bills against 
the association to the council at its regular» 
monthly meetings and upon the approval 
of the council and the Principal he shall 
draw checks on the funds of the association, | 
pay for the same, which checks shall be 
reported to the faculty treasurer for counter- 
signature. He shall make a monthly report 
in writing to the student council and to the 
Principal concerning the condition of the 
treasury. ; 

Section 6. The executive council of t 
association shall consist of the President, 
three Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, 
and Athletic Manager. 


Section 7. Superintendent of the city | 
schools as well as the Principal of the Higk 
School shall automatically come an e 
officio member of the student council.

Section 8. For the proper administration 


| of the financial business of the association, 





the student council shall maintain a general 
fund and such other funds as the council 
shall from time to time create. Money 
received from the various activities shall be 
placed in a fund for the activities. 


Section 9. The coach shall together with 
the Athletic Manager have charge of all 
business affairs for such events. Following 
any game the coach shall file a report of all 
receipts, disbursements, total proceeds and 
deficits of such games. 


Section 10. Supplies—All supplies for the 
association shall be bought by requisition. 
Requisition blanks shall be issued by the 
President of the Student Body Association 
and signed by the Principal or his represen- 
tative. These requisitions shall give the 
date of issuance, the person to whom deliv- 
ered, and the complete description of the 
article to be purchased. 

Section 11. All requisitions for supplies 
amounting to more than ten dollars must 
have the approval of the council. 

Section 12. This association shall not 
assume responsibility for any supplies 
bought without proper requisitions. 


Article Til 

Elections 
1. The President, first Vice-President, 
second Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
Student Athletic Manager, Assistant Athletic 
Manager, Editor and Business Manager of 
the Zephyrus, Editor-in-Chief, Business Man- 
ager, Advertising Manager of the Astor Post, 
shall be elected by ballot on the most con- 
venient Friday in May each year, and shall 
take their respective offices at the following 
student body meeting; and shall continue to 
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hold 
with 


their offices through the following year 
the exception of the Editor-in-Chief 


of the Astor Post whi shall hold his office 
for one term only. 

The first Vice-President must ba a senior 
in the term following his election, the second 
Vice-President must be a junior in the term 
following his election, the third Vice-Presi-

lowing his election. The Athletic Manager 
must have been Assistant Athletic Manager 
previous to his election. 


The third Vice-President shall be elected 
at the same time as the yell leaders are 
elected at the first studnt body meeting in 
September.

unless the Treasurer’s books show thé 
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all of his taxes are paid up to the day 

A certified list shall be 

placed in the possession of each

_ (7) 'the pallots shall be counted by the 

election officers immediately after the 

close of the polls, and results of the 
election shall be posted on the bulletin 
board as soon as the counting is over. 

(8) Officers of this association shall be 
nominated at a meeting held at least 
one week before the election day of 
each year. 

(9) The form of the ticket shall be that 
used in election by the Australian 
Ballot System. 

(10) The officers of this association must 
receive a plurality of votes. 


Article IV 


Section 1. Should any vacancies occur in 
any office of this association, the same shall 
be filled by election. 

Section 2. Should three or more vacancies 
'occur in the executive committee, such 
vacancies shall be filled by regular election 
as provided in this Constitution. Article III. 


Article V 


Section 1. Amendments to this constitu- 
tion may be proposed in writing at any 
meeting when they shall be read for the 
first time; at a meeting held not sooner than 
one week thereafter, they shall be read a 
second time and voted on. A _ two-thirds 
vote of the members present shall be neces- 
sary for adoption. 


Article VI 


Section 1. It shall be duty of the executive 
committee to audit the accounts of all the 
officers of the association, to require all 
officers to comply with the provisions of 
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this constitution, to approdve all expendi- 
ture of money; to take charge of all elec- 
tions and entertainments; and in general 
to consider the welfare of the students and 
of the High School; and to bring all ques+ 
tions before the Student Body when it shall 
seem necessary. 


BY-LAWS 


Article I 3 
Section 1. Roberts Rules of Order shall 
govern this association in all cases where | 
they are appliable, in which they are not ~ 
inconsistent with the constitution or by-laws 
of this constitution. 


Article II 

Section 1. A yearly tax of one dollar 
($1.00), fifty cents (50c) of which will entitle 
member to Astor Post. Fifty cents 50c) must 
be paid by all members who wish to belong 
to this association. al 

Section 2. All students failing to pay the 
annual student tax shall be deprived of the 
right to hold office, vote, or any way repre- 
sent this association. - 


Article III 
Section 1. On the third Friday in May, a 
student body meeting shall be held, at which 
the newly elected President shall preside. , 
Article IV 
Section 1. For violation of Article II, Sec- 
tion 4 of the Constitution of this association, 
by a candidate, his name shall be struck © 
from the ballot, and his privilege to vote at 
the present election, annuled. a 
Section 2. For violation of Article III, ® 
Section 4 by a student, not on the ballot the _ 
said shall forfeit all claims to student body 
membership for a period of one month fro 
the time of the violation. 
Section 3. The executive committee s' 
render decisions on all such violations.

Article V 


“Section 1. Each room shall have a live 
wire selected from same. 
(a) The manner of selection shall be left 
to the discretion of the teacher. 
Section 2. The duties of the said Live 
Wire shall be: 
(a) To collect the annual tax under the 
supervision of the Student Body Treas- 
urer. 


_ (b) To collect the Zephyrus funds, under 

the supervision of the Business Man-

(ec) To handle the sale, in his room, of all 
tickets pertaining to student activities.

Article VI 


Section 1. Athletic letters or emblems 
shall be awarded on the following basis: 


(a) A game shall include any regular 
scheduled inter-scolastic contest. 

(b) All students who play in one-half of 
all the football games. 

(ec) All students who play in one-half of 
all the basketball games. 

(d) All parts of quarters or halves shall 
be counted as halves or quarters. 

(e) Baseball—Students must play three 
innings in at least one-half of all 
games played during the season. 

(f) Track—Student receiving one first 
place in any scheduled dual meet or 
one point in a county meet or a total 
of seven points in a season. 

(g) Manager of first team receives a 
letter. 

(h) To a yell leader who shall be present 
all first time home games for each 
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sport unless absence is due to sickness 
or other unavoidable cause. 


(i) The managers of first team shall make 
out a list of all men eligible for letters 
on the above basis and hand it to the 
coach of the team. After he has ap- 
proved it, the Student Body President 
awards the letters. 

(j) A gold pin “A” shall be awarded to 
all debaters competing in at least one 
degate. For a debater who has already 
earned a pin there shall be awarded 
(with) a bar for each other year. 


Special letters or pins of any kind 
shall be awarded only on unanimous 
recommendation of the executive com- 
mittee. 

Section 2. 

(a) The athletic letters or emblems for 
football shall be block style letters; 
eight by six inches (8’x6"’). Gold on 
purple background. 

(b) Baseball letters awarded shall be the 
same style as the Football letters; 
eight by six inches (8”’x6”). Gold on 
purple background. 

(c) Baseball letters will be of a block type 
six by four and one-fourth inches 
(6"x4%4"). Gold on purple background. 

(d) Athletic emblems for track shall con- 
sist of a block style, winged “A” five — 
by nine inches (5’x9”). Gold on purple 
background. | 

(e) All duly elected yell leaders, who shall 
be present and leading the cheering

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Amendments 


Section 1. The Athletic Manager must 
have held the office of Assistant Athletic 
Manager previously. In case of vacancy in 
the office of Assistant Athletic Manager, 
the executive council shall have the power 
to appoint a new assistant. 


Section 2, An Assistant Athletic Manager 
shall be elected at the opening of the fall 
term at a general Student Body election. 

Section 3. The duties of the Assistant 
Athletic Manager shall be the same as those 
of the regular Manager, with the exception 
that the assistant shall be under the super- 
vision of the regular manager. 

Section 4. The office of Editor of the 
Astor Post shall be filled by election of one 
term only. 

(a) Tne Assistant Editor of the Astor 

Post will automatically become Editor- 
in-Chief the following semester. 


Section 5. The assistant yell leader shall 
automatically become yell leader after serv- 
ing in the capacity of assistant yell leader. 


Section 6. Numerals shall be presented to 
those second team members who have been 
officially recommended. The type of num- 
erals are to be specified by the Student 
Council. 


Section 7. Officers shall be nominated on 
the most convenient Friday in May and shall 
be elected on the Tuesday following the 
second reading of the names. 


Section 8. An Assistant Business Manager 
and an Assistant Advertising Manager of the 
Astor Post shall be elected every semester 
at the regular Student Body elections. They 
shall serve as assistants for one semester 
and as Business Manager and Advertising 
Manager for one semester. 
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Section 9. The present size of the athletic 
letter, 8’x6” shall be changed to 7%”x5”. 

Section 10. Article VI, Section 1, Para- 
graph J, shall be revoked and all future 
debate awards although furnished by the 
school will be presented through the medium 
of the National Forensic League.

SCHOCL FINANCES 


Money from all organizations in the Asto- 
ria High School are deposited through the 
office. Two sets of books are kept, one by 
the Commercial Department, one by the 
treasurer of the student body, and both are 
supervised by the head of the Commercial 
Department. While a separate account is 
kept of the deposits of all money by each 
organization. Books are open at all times 
for inspection. The student body funds are 
expended only by action of the Student 
Council and then only by checks made out 
by the club treasurer and signed by the 
principal and adviser. Financial statements 
are posted about the middle of each month 
in a conspicuous place for the examination of 
the students. 
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The purpose of the organization is ‘to 
create, maintain, and extend through the 
school and community high standards of 
Christian character.” 

The slogan of the organization is “clean 
living, clean speech, clean athletics, clean’ 
scholarship, and contagious Christian char- 
acter.”
